Move To Restore 
| Court Powers 
- To Japanese.

Washington, Oct. 3. °° 6 
mission announced today’ 


that directives extending Japanese criminal court 
jurisdiction to United Nations nationals had been for- 
warded to Gencral MacArthur, a . 


The dircctives spell out 
details of this major policy 
decision, réached by the 
Commission at its mecting 
on September 21. 

The Commission ordered Gen- 
eral * Macarthur through the 
Joint Chiefs of Sta to put the 
policy into effect. 

The Commission said:  "Ap- 
proval of this poticy decision 
not only rillovey SCAP of tha 
burden of maintaining judicial 
and ‘penn facilities for the ad- 
ministration of justice In cases 
involving criminal offenses by 
United Nations nationals, but 
also restores to Japan respon- 
sibllitics tn her internal sdminis- 
tration, 

The now policy will be put 
into force sccording to the “dis- 
erection of the Suprema Com- 
mander” and “subject to pro- 
gressivo relaxation of the con- 
trol of criminal jurisdiction by 
him.” 

Under — tho new policy 
Japanese courts exercise juris- 
diction over United Nations na- 
tionals.’ But there are impor- 
fant exceplions—armed forces 
members, nationals nttached to 
the occupation forces, nationals 
on official business, and {mme- 
diate relatives of those in these 
categories, 


CERTAIN STEPS 


The Commission sald that 
elvil jurisdiction would bo ex- 
tended to United’ Nations na- 
tionals with the same excep- 
tlons, 

The Commission ‘said It ex- 
pected arrests would be made 
by Japanese police only when 
no Allled pollee was present, 

Under tho new directives the 
Japanese authorities must take 
certain steps when they take 
United Nations nationals into 
custody: The embassy Involve 
ed must be informed im- 
mediately; the defendant must 
be allowed (0 communicate with
